The  accumulated  receipts  from  licenses  collected  and  fines 
levied  having  exceeded  the  expenses  of  the  Racing  Commission,  the 
matter  of  its  disposition  was  taken  up  with  the  Attorney  (Tenoral  of 
the  State  and  upon  his  recommend at i on ,  26,521,20  was  remitted  to  the 
State  Treasurer,  .$521.20  of  the  amount  being  on  account  of  Road  Fund 
of  1915,  this  having  been  retained  out  of  that  fund  at  the  time  the 
expense s  ox  the  Commission  exceeded  its  income. 

There  was  one  race  meet  held,  consisting  of  twenty— one  days, 
during  the  period  from  June  3rd  to  27th,  1921,  and  another  meeting 
held  consisting  of  twenty-two  days  from  June  10th  to  July  15th, 1922. 
The  receipts  of  those  meetingrs  are  as  follows:

The  amount  due  the  State,  ^26,344.38  was  remitted  to  tho  State 
Treasurer  to  "be  credited  to  the  State  Road  Ruud.  This  £>ayment , 
p lus  the  *>6, 521. 20  remitted  to  the  State  Treasurer  during  tho  period, 


makes  a  total  of  3101,508,03  that  has  been  paid  into 
Treasury  since;  the  ilevada  Racing  Commission  has  been 


the  State 
in  operation. 


In  addition  to  the  amount  paid  into  fc*** State  Treasury  every 


year,  considerable  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  race  track 
in  Reno  by  the  parties  conducting  the  race  meetings.  These  better¬ 
ments  increase  the  value  of  the  property  owned  by  the  Ilevada  state 

Agricultural  Society. 


Both  of  the  race  meetings  covered  by  this  report  were  among 
the  most  successful  that  have  been  held  from  the  public’s  viewpoint, 
but  not  very  successful  to  those  who  managed  the  meetings.  The 
meeting  of  3.921  added  about  ;12, 000.00  to  the  State  Road  Fund  and 
that  of  1922  surpassed  any  amount  heretofore  paid  into  the  Fund 


for  a  single  mooting,  being  over  v‘14,000.00. 
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Each  year  a  larger  number  of  horses  have  come  into  the  State 
to  participate  in  the  races  and  the  attendance  has  increased  each 
year,  demonstrating  that  tlio  sport  is  popular  with  the  public. 

This  increased  interest  materially  helps  the  districts  in  which 
race  meetings  are  hold  as  increased  business  results  from  the  crowds 
that  gather  and  attend  the  races. 

The  horsemen  and  jockeys  fully  understand  the  strict  requirements 
of  the  Commission  and  the  meetings  have  been  conducted  in  the  most 
creditable  manner.
